Estimated  for  the  middle  of  the  year,  works  out  at  39,516.  The  natural 
increment,  that  is,  the  increase  of  births  over  deaths,  does  not  show  the 
increase  to  be  as  much  as  above  stated,  but  this  deficiency  will  probably  be 
made  good  by  the  erection  of  new  mills  and  works  bringing  into  the  town 
many  families.  The  population  is  based  on  the  annual  increase  between  the 
last  two  Censuses,  1891  and  1901,  whereas  it  should  be  taken  on  a larger 
population  by  geometric  progression,  and  this  would  give  a larger  population 
than  is  estimated,  but  to  come  under  instead  of  over  the  next  Census  Returns 
is  a wiser  policy.

There  were  427  Males  and  393  Eemales  certified  during  the  year,  making 
a total  of  820;  the  Birth-rate  being  20.7  per  1,000  of  the  estimated 
population. 

The  average  for  the  last  23  years  is  28.5  per  1,000. 

May  showed  the  highest  rate  with  26.1  per  1,000,  and  November  the 
lowest  with  15.1  per  1,000. 
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The  highest  rate  was  in  1883,  when  it  was  34.4  per  1,000,  and  the 
lowest  came  in  the  year  under  question — -20.7  per  1,000  in  1904.  This 
decrease  is  general  all  over  the  country.  The  cause  is  a social  one,  not  for 
consideration  in  these  pages  ; we  are  more  concerned  with  the  results. 


ILLEGITIMATE  BIRTHS. 

There  were  Thirty-three  children  of  this  class  born,  or  3.8  per  cent,  of 
the  total  Births.  This  in  the  Twentieth  Century  is  a matter  for 'serious  con- 
sideration. How  far  the  limited  accommodation  in  houses  of  the  cottage 
property  class  has  to  do  with  the  immoralit}-",  I do  not  know,  but  the  sleeping 
of  both  sexes  in  close  contiguity  for  lack  of  more  room,  certainly  does  not 
tend  to  feelings  of  delicacy  and  refinement. 

The  percentage  of  Midwifery  cases  attended  by  medical  men  was  S^-97> 
showing  an  increase  on  the  previous  year  of  3.0  per  cent.,  and  yet  a great 
decrease  on  what  took  place  in  1898,  when  it  was  72.06  per  cent.  The 
Maternity  department  of  the  Nursing  Association  is  doing  a noble  work,  as 
well  as  the  other  branch,  and  even  more  extended,  as  the  lessons  in  clothing 
and  feeding  of  infants  which  are  given,  must  bear  good  fruit  in  the  future  in 
the  shape  of  improved  physical  development.

Notification  of  Infectious  Diseases 


SMALL  POX.-On  14th  October,  a case  was  notified,  named  Thomas 
Pearson,  60,  Dove  Lane.  I confirmed  the  diagnosis  and  at  once  had  the 
patient  removed  to  Bull  Hill  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital,  where  he  died  on 
the  23rd  October.  This  man  was  a tramping  joiner,  with  his  nominal  home 
in  Darwen.  I traced  his  previous  peregrinations  to  Chorley,  Bolton  and 
Blackburn,  the  places  occupied  by  him,  and  the  number  of  his  cubicle  when 
he  slept  at  a Lodging  House.  I notified  the  Medical  Officers  of  the  above 
towns,  and  was  rendered  every  assistance  possible  by  them,  and  in  return 
gave  them  all  the  information  I could.  The  relatives  with  whom  he  stayed 
here  were  re-vaccinated  and  kept  in  quarantine  until  such  time  as  the  operation 
showed  itself  successful.  Every  one  who  had  intimately  and  remotely  come 
in  contact  with  him  were  also  re-vaccinated.  In  fact,  all  precautions  taken, 
with  the  gratifying  result  that  no  more  cases  were  reported.  Again,  on 
17th  December,  another  case  of  Variola,  Ellen  A.  Sullivan,  4,  Peel  Street, 
was  notified.  She  was  taken  to  Stepback,  a farm  owned  by  the  Corporation, 
and  the  necessary  Nurse  and  other  help  secured.  Her  sister,  who  lived  in 
. the  same  house,  was  also  removed  after  being  re-vaccinated,  also  all  near 
relatives  and  others  who  had  been  in  the  house  since  the  commencement  of 
the  attack.  The  house  was  thoroughly  fumigated,  and  clothing,  etc.,  dis- 
infected. So  prompt  were  the  measures,  that  the  disease  was  checked  at 
the  one  case.  She  was  discharged  cured  on  the  15th  January,  1905.  Ever}" 
enquiry  was  made  into  her  movements  prior  to  her  being  taken  ill,  but  the 
only  place  upon  which  suspicion  could  possibly  rest  as  a source  of  infection, 
was  a dancing  room,  where  she  had  spent  the  evening  about  ten  days  before 
the  appearance  of  the  symptoms,  and  which  is  frequented  by  people  from 
Blackburn,  Bolton  and  Preston.  Names  and  addresses  of  these  were 
obtained  and  sent  on  to  the  various  Medical  Officers  for  further  enquiry,  but 
wi  th  no  results,  so  that  the  cause  of  her  complaint  is  still  a mystery,  and 
consequently  unsatisfactory.  Still  it  is  a matter  of  congratulation  that  with 
the  two  cases  mentioned  occurring  at  an  interval  of  two  months,  there  has 
been  no  further  spread.  This  must  be  due  to  the  active  and  energetic 
measures  taken,  forming  as  they  do  a source  of  satisfaction  as  well  as 
encouragement,  for  future  operations  of  a similar  character. 


The  Council  has  under  consideration  the  question  of  preparing  a well- 
isolated  place,  with  good  water  supply,  and  not  very  far  from  our  present 
Hospital,  for  the  reception  of  future  cases  of  Smallpox,  should  such  arise. 
I may  say  this  place  is,  m my  opinion,  too  far  from  Bull  Hill  to  form  a danger 
of  infection  from  one  to  the  other.

DiPHTHERIA  AND  MEMBRANOUS  CROUP.—There  were  34  cases 
notified,  against  21  in  1903.  This  disease  is  most  fatal,  and  yet  when  active 
measures  are  taken  in  the  early  stage,  a great  deal  can  be  done  to  avert  a 
fatal  issue.  The  most  efficient  means,  no  doubt,  is  in  the  use  of  the  Anti- 
diphtheritic  Serum,  and  I take  this  opportunity  of  informing  the  Medical  Men 
of  the  town  that  a supply  of  Serum  is  kept  at  the  Sanitary  Office.  Also  that 
tubes  of  500  units  are  stored,  to  be  used  as  preventive  measures,  in  the  case 
of  those  who  come  immediately  m contact  with  the  patients.  If  these 
inoculations  are  to  be  effective,  they  must  be  done  earl}/,  and  I hope  the 
Doctors  will  not  fail  to  take  advantage  of  the  Councirs  supply. 


ERYSBPELAS.— Thirty  -five  cases  were  notified  ; during  1903  there  were 
17  such  reported. 


Some  years  ago  I advised  the  Council  to  include  this  disease  in  the  list 
of  notifiable  ones.  I have  followed  its  course  with  a view  to  ascertaining 
if  any  benefits  have  accrued  from  its  adoption,  and  the  conclusion  I have  come 
to  IS,  that  the  time  is  now  opportune  for  its  deletion.  There  is  no  doubt  it 
is  infectious  and  microbic,  but  patients  suffering  from  it  do  not  come  in 
contact  so  closely  as  in  other  infectious  diseases,  and  its  principal  danger 
lies  in  the  contact  with  open  wounds. 

TYPHOID  FEVER.— Twenty  cases  were  notified,  as  compared  with 
fifteen  m the  previous  year.  The  distribution  of  these  shows  the  disease  to 
be  more  or  less  sporadic.  Isolated  cases  crop  up  at  all  seasons  and  in  every 
part  of  the  town,  without  any  evidence  of  infection  one  from  another.  It 
means  that  the  germs  are  either  latent  m soil,  lurking  m houses,  or  else 
introduced  from  outside. 

PUERPERAL  FEVER.— There  were  three  more  cases  reported  during 
the  year  than  m 1903,  viz.,  five,  as  compared  with  two.  This  disease  has 
been  gradually  lessening  m numbers  year  by  year  until  now,  when  a slight 
increase  has  taken  place. 

It  IS  impossible  to  trace  every  case  ; the  source  may  be  from  some  wound 
in  which  the  germ  is  a streptococcus,  and  the  serum  of  this  bacillus,  viz.,  the 
antistreptococcus  serum,  has  a direct  influence  over  the  disease. 

SCARLET  FEVER.  The  number  of  cases  notified  during  the  year  was 
689,  viz.,  357  males  and  332  females,  compares  very  unfavourably  with  the 
previous  year,  when  there  were  30  reported.

The  disease  began  with  eight  cases  in  January,  and  progressed  month 
by  month  as  follows — February,  15  ; March,  17  ; April,  21  ; May,  34;  June, 
41  ; July,  55  ; August,  58;  September,  77  ; October,  in  ; November,  171  ; 
December,  81.  The  rise  was  gradual  until  August,  which  had  only  three 
more  cases  than  the  previous  month.  This  was  no  doubt  due  to  holidays 
taking  place  then,  when  the  children  would  be  scattered  throughout  the  town 
and  not  congregated  in  close  proximity  in  the  schools.  After  the  re-opening 
of  these,  as  the  disease  had  not  died  out,  the  separate  foci,  or  mild  undetected 
cases  from  these  infected  houses  would  again  meet  with  susceptible  children 
in  the  schools  and  a fresh  outbreak  take  place,  or  at  least  an  aggravation  of 
the  old  outbreak  occur.  The  epidemic  preceding  this  took  place  in  1899  and 
1900.  Then,  a period  of  quiescence  for  three  years,  1901,  1902  and  1903,  was 
experienced,  during  which  there  was  growing  up  a number  of  children  very 
susceptible  owing  to  them  not  having  had  the  complaint,  and  also  having 
reached  the  age  at  which  they  take  the  disease  most  readily. 

After  a period  of  epidemic.  Scarlet  Fever,  which  may  last  longer  or  shorter, 
there  is  always  a fresh  outbreak  owing  to  the  reasons  above  stated.  The 
number  generally  rises  to  the  highest  point  of  the  curve,  after  a period  of  rest, 
and  afterwards,  each  year  shows  a decreasing  number  until  the  next  outbreak. 

CAUSES. 

There  is  no  doubt  a deal  of  negligence  on  the  part  of  patients  and  parents 
operates  largely  in  spreading  the  disease,  owing  to  the  lengthened  isolation 
of  patients  and  quarantine  of  contacts.  People  do  not  like  to  think  their 
children  are  suffering  from  this  complaint.  The  break  in  the  education  of 
children  on  account  of  the  isolation,  is  a serious  matter,  and  rather  than 
submit  to  this  long  period  of  absence  from  school,  the  parents  would  rather 
think  it  is  some  other  disease  than  it  really  is.  Then,  again,  when  children 
are  allowed  in  the  streets,  even  m a state  of  infection,  there  is  less  liability  of 
spreading  the  infection  than  when  aggregated  in  close  confined  schools. 
This  IS  seen  in  the  abatement  of  the  complaint  which  is  observed  after  the 
holidays,  to  be  followed  by  an  increased  number  of  cases  on  the  re-opening 
of  the  schools. 

The  lessons  to  be  learnt  are  many.  Isolation  plays  a very  important  part 
111  checking  the  spread,  but  when  the  epidemic  lias  grown  to  such  proportions 
that  only  a part  can  be  received  m the  Hospital,  the  mischief  is  clone.  There 
are  too  many  foci  distributed  throughout  the  town,  each  one  from  which  the 
disease  can  and  does  spread.  The  value  of  school-closure  is  very  considerably 
minimised  by  the  fact  that  the  outbreak  is  too  great  to  be  controlled,  and 
the  closure  of  too  short  a period  to  affect  the  spread  very  much.  We  are  too 
apt  to  wait  too  long  in  the  hope  that  the  disease  will  run  itself  out,  and  the 
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objection  there  is  to  breaking  the  continuity  of  the  children’s  education.  If 
any  material  good  is  to  be  done,  we  must  watch  and  wait  our  time,  and  after 
the  disease  has  worked  itself  out  and  given  us  a year  or  two  of  relief.  Then, 
on  the  slightest  sign  of  the  disease  increasing,  take  the  first  cases  to  the 
Hospital,  quarantine  the  contacts  in  their  homes  until  the  period  of  incubation 
is  over,  close  the  schools  affected,  and  during  this  time  ventilate  them  and 
disinfect  or  fumigate  them,  and  by  this  means  only  can  we  hope  to  check  an 
epidemic.  This  can  be  clone  each  year  or  any  tim.e  when  the  approach  of  an 
epidemic  is  indicated,  and  so  keep  at  bay  a complaint  which,  so  far,  if  not 
very  fatal  to  fife,  is  at  least  an  expense  to  households,  to  the  community,  and 
a bar  to  the  thorough  education  of  our  children.

Deaths — Measles,  29  ; Whooping  Cough,  28  ; Diarrhoea,  9 ; Scarlet 
Fever — there  v/ere  689  cases  notified,  and  22  deaths,  being  at  the  rate  of  3 
per  cent,  of  those  attacked. 

SCARLET  FEVER»— The  percentage  of  deaths  was  very  low,  indicating 
a mild  form  of  the  disease.  In  the  Hospital  this  was  not  borne  out  by  our 
cases  there.  In  indicating  the  cases  for  removal,  more  attention  is  paid  to 
the  possible  danger  to  the  public  by  reason  of  the  disease  being  spread  from 
the  persons  notified  than  to  the  severity  of  the  cases,  so  that  we  cannot  look 
upon  those  treated  in  the  Hospital  as  being  picked  for  any  other  reason.  Yet 
a fair  number  of  the  patients  isolated  at  Bull  Hill  has  suffered  severely  from 
complications  such  as  the  malignant  form,  requiring  great  care  and  attention 
on  the  part  of  the  Matron  and  Nurses,  Rheumatism,  Albumenuria,  and  Middle 
Ear  Disease.  This  last  form  has  always  been  kept  isolated  until  all  discharge 
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has  stopped,  but  the  size  of  the  Hospital  has  precluded  us  keeping  the 
Rheumatic  cases  m until  completely  recovered.  In  Nephritis,  the  patient  is 
always  retained  until  the  albumen  has  disappeared. 

SMALL  POX. — One  death  took  place — that  of  a man  who  had  been 
tramping  about  the  country — no  doubt  exposed  to  unfavourable  conditions, 
which  accelerated  his  death. 

DIPHTHERIA. — Seven  deaths,  being  at  the  rate  of  20  per  cent,  of  the 
34  reported.  This  is  a heavier  mortality  than  we  have  experienced  for  a 
time.  This  is  no  doubt  due  to  the  severity  of  the  attacks. 

TYPHOID  FEVER.— Twenty  notified,  with  8 deaths,  shows  a death-rate 
of  40  per  cent,  of  those  attacked. 

PUERPERAL  FEVER. — Five  notified,  3 of  which  were  fatal,  or  60  per 
cent,  of  those  attacked. 

ERYSIPELAS.— Thirty  -five  notified,  or  18  more  than  in  the  previous 
year. 

INQUESTS  . — The  Coroner  held  32  enquiries. 

CONSUMPTION ^Thirty  -eight  deaths  occurred,  giving  a rate  of  0.96 

per  1,000  of  the  population.  As  this  is  not  a notifiable  disease,  I cannot  say 
what  the  rate  per  cent,  is  of  attacks,  but  the  infectious  nature  of  the  disease 
is  such  as  to  make  it  desirable  to  include  it  in  the  scheduled  list,  so  that 
measures  may  be  taken  for  preventing  its  spread  ; whereas  now  we  have  to 
wait  until  the  death  is  reported  to  us  by  the  local  Registrar  before  any  steps 
can  be  taken.

PREMATURE  BIRTH. — Fifteen  prematurely  born  children  died  during 
the  year,  as  compared  with  21  in  the  previous  year. 


CONVULSIONS.— There  were  only  two  deaths  reported.  During  1903 
there  were  6.  This  reduction  is  satisfactory,  and  I cannot  help  thinking  it 
would  be  better  if  this  form  of  certification  were  refused,  and  a post-mortem 
held  to  ascertain  the  real  cause  of  death. 


DIARRHCEA. — Six  children  died  from  simple  diarrhoea. 


In  the  Government  Table  IV.,  Note  (e),  the  following  instruction

Drainage. 

Where  defective  or  contrary  to  regulations,  this  has  been  remedied  by 
notices  served  on  owners  and  occupiers.  Our  wishes  in  all  directions  have 
been  met. 

Lighting  and  Ventilation. 

Where  necessary,  these  have  been  improved  by  the  addition  of  new 
windows  and  ventilators. 

Water  Supply- 

In  the  majority  of  Farms  the  supply  is  a private  one.  At  a few  places 
the  town’s  supply  has  been  instituted.  At  three  Farms  inspected  by  Mr. 
Smith-Saville,  Mr.  C.  R.  Walsh  and  myself,  the  supply  was  found  to  be  of  a 
suspicious  character,  because  derived  from  an  unguarded  stream  to  which 
cattle  had  access,  polluting  the  water  with  excrement  as  well  as  surface 
drainage  and  sewage  contamination,  the  water  being  used  for  household 
and  farming  purposes,  it  was  condemned,  and  notices  were  served  to  discon- 
tinue its  use  and  obtain  a fresh  supply,  a Well  is  being  sunk  by  the  owner, 
which,  if  successful,  will  provide  an  ample  as  well  as  a pure  source  of  supply. 

The  whole  of  the  Farms  in  the  Borough  have  been  thoroughly  inspected 
and  kept  in  as  good  a condition  as  possible. 

The  Inspectors  take  every  nossible  opportunity  to  insist  for  Sanitary 
reasons,  that  food  should  not  be  kept  in  dairies.  This  precaution  is  not 
always  followed  by  farmers,  but  a good  supervision  is  maintained.  Particulars 
are  given  to  the  Committee  in  the  Monthly  Reports. 


SEWERAGE,  DRAINAGE  AND  SEWAGE  TREATMENT. 

This  is  maintained  in  an  efficient  manner.  No  complaints  have  been 

received  except,  where  from  peculiarity  of  construction,  such  as  heavy 

gradients,  gases  accumulate  at  the  higher  points  and  escape  from  the 
ventilating  grids — one  in  particular,  where  a smell  was  detected.  This  was 

remedied  by  close  attention  to  cleanliness  in  certain  manufacturing  processes, 

and  the  nuisance  thereby  remedied. 
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The  Borough  Engineer  is  engaged  in  converting  the  original  method  of 
purification,  viz.,  the  International  to  the  Bacterial  System  The  work  is 
progressing  rapidly,  and  within  an  appreciable  time  this  will  be  in  operation 
at  a lessened  cost  with  greater  efficiency. 

THE  WATER  SUPPLY, 

in  spite  of  the  extended  drought,  has  been  maintained  both  as  regards  quantity 
and  quality.  There  is  one  point  to  which  my  attention  has  been  drawn 
by  one  of  our  Inspectors.  A large  number  of  Blouses,  especially  new  ones, 
and  even  some  Bakehouses,  are  now  supplied  with  the  usual  hot  water 
installation,  for  purposes  of  convenience,  the  hot  water  is  drawn  from  the 
tap  to  be  used  for  culinary  and  drinking  purposes,  althoug<h  there  may  not 
be  any  actual  danger  in  this,  it  is  a practice  which  should  be  stopped  in  view 
of  the  possible  danger,  this  supply  comes  through  the  storage  cistern  and 
lead  pipes,  it  is  not  likely  this  cistern  will  be  periodically  cleansed,  and 
therefore  the  supply  must  be  looked  upon  with  suspicion,  seeing  that  the  cold 
water  tap  is  directly  connected  with  the  town’s  main,  this  should  always  be 
used,  as  it  is  only  a question  of  a few  minutes  between  the  boiling  of  one  and 
of  the  other. 

LODOSNG  HOUSES. 

These  are  maintained  in  the  usual  state  of  cleanliness,  and  although  the 
Municipal  Lodging  House  is  not  kept  full  to  be  remunerative,  yet  the  easier 
supervision  of  its  occupants  more  than  makes  up  for  any  pecuniary  loss. 
During  the  year  the  Inspector  has  kept  it  constantly  under  observation,  and 
I have  made  many  emergency  visits  for  the  detection  of  possible  vagrant  cases 
of  an  infectious  character. 

The  close  and  friendly  connection  of  Medical  Officers  of  Health  all  over 
the  country  is  a great  power  in  keeping  each  one  in  close  touch  with  the  other 
districts,  and  infectious  cases  of  a migratory  character  are  thus  traced  from 
district  to  district,  thus  preventing  the  spread  of  the  disease.  This  has  been 
my  experience  during  the  year  when,  from  communications  received  of  tramps 
having  been  in  contact  with  Smallpox,  I have,  without  loss  of  time,  been  able 
to  secure  the  isolation  of  such  persons  until  the  period  of  incubation  was  over. 

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

More  care  has  been  exercised  in  this  department  to  prevent  any  nuisance. 
Structural  alterations  have  been  effected  which  have  remedied  existing 
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nuisances.  The  Lairages  are  well  supplied  with  water.  For  this  purpose, 
wood  troughs  are  used,  which  would  be  better  if  made  of  metal  or  stoneware, 
and  a separate  drinking  trough  supplied  for  each  beast. 


FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS. 

The  whole  of  these  have  been  visited  from  time  to  time  during  the  year. 
Where  defects  have  been  found,  notices  have  been  served,  many  nuisances 
remedied,  particulars  of  which  are  appended —

UNDERGROUND  BAKEHOUSES. 

Although  the  Act  1901  gave  a sufficient  length  of  time  before  coming 
into  operation  to  enable  steps  to  be  taken  to  conform  with  its  regulations, 
there  has  been  much  delay  on  the  part  of  the  occupiers  of  these  places  in 
doing  any  kind  of  work,  this  was  due  to  the  appeal  in  the  Bradford  case. 
The  hnal  decision,  however,  decided  the  matter,  and  the  Borough  Surveyor, 
the  Inspectors  and  myself  made  a thorough  investigation  of  the  whole  of  this 
property.  On  application  being  made  for  registration  by  the  occupiers,  certain 
conditions  were  laid  down  as  necessary  before  certihcates  would  be  granted. 
Seeing  that  some  difference  of  opinion  was  unavoidable,  a sub-committee  was 
appointed  to  enquire  into  the  state  of  certain  Bakehouses,  and  this  committee 
quite  agreed  with  the  demands  of  the  officials.

Annual  Report  of  the  work  carried  out  in  the  Sanitary  Department  during 
the  year  ending  December  31st,  1904. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

During  the  year  1904  there  were  785  Infectious  Diseases  received  by  the 
Department,  an  increase  of  641  as  compared  with  1903. 

The  whole  of  the  cases  were  visited,  the  premises  carefully  inspected, 
printed  and  verbal  instructions  were  given  as  to  the  proper  means  of  isolation 
of  infected  persons,  and  also  as  to  the  disinfection  of  the  clothing  and 
surroundings.  At  the  termination  of  each  case,  the  rooms  were  fumigated, 
and  the  infected  bedding  removed  to  the  Hospital  for  fumigation. 

92  cases  were  removed  to  the  Hospital,  90  Scarlet  Fever,  2 Small  Pox. 

Smallpox. 

Two  cases  were  reported  during  the  year,  one  during  the  month  of 
October,  and  the  other  occurred  in  December.  Immediately  upon  receipt  of 
the  notifications,  energetic  measures  were  adopted  which  resulted  in  the 
extinction  of  the  disease  without  further  spreading.  For  particulars  respect- 
ing these  cases,  see  the  Medical  Officer’s  Report.

TRIPERIES. 

Acting  under  the  instructions  of  the  Committee,  the  Triperies  were  kept 
under  very  close  observation  during  the  year,  with  a view  to  the  solution  of 
the  cause  of  an  objectionable  smell  which  was  complained  of  by  residents  in 
the  district.  The  results  of  these  investigations  were  laid  before  the 
Committee  on  September  26th,  and  it  was  decided — 

(1)  That  the  settling  tank  at  the  Triperies  be  emptied  at  least  once  a 

day. 

(2)  That  the  water  be  syphoned  off  from  the  tripe  vats,  and  fat  coppers 

once  a day  also. 

(3)  That  only  fresh  wholesome  fat  be  rendered  in  the  works. 


These  decisions  have  been  strictly  enforced,  and  improvements  of  a 
structural  character  have  also  been  carried  out  by  the  Surveyor,  resulting  in 
the  complete  abatement  of  an  objectionable  nuisance.

TRIPERIES. 

This  branch  of  our  food  supply  varies  very  little  in  quantity,  while  the 
quality  is  the  same  as  usual — good. 
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LICENSES  ISSUED. 

During  the  year  I have  issued  to  Farmers  and  others,  Licenses  for  the 
Slaughtering  of  one  Beast  and  82  Swine.  These  I have  inspected  and  found 
fit  for  human  food. 


BUTCHERS’  VANS. 

I visit  Butchers’  Vans  very  often  at  various  places  in  the  Borough.  We 
have  had  rather  more  meat  from  Blackburn  this  year,  so  I have  watched  it 
very  closely.  The  vans  are  all  very  clean  and  satisfactory. 


GENERAL  REMARKS. 

Owing  to  more  cows  having  been  killed,  there  has  been  rather  more 
Tuberculous  Meat  this  year  than  usual.  It  has  generally  been  of  a limited 
nature,  except  in  half-a-dozen  cases  where  the  internal  organs  were  destroyed. 
The  quality  of  the  meat  on  the  whole  has  been  good.  There  has  only  been 
one  Beast  destroyed  for  disease  of  long  standing.
